On Sunday night an# H ^ ^ y oaom- 
ittf last« the town waa vi^ted by one oi 
tbe most destrttidve! ^ e a , from the 
Nofth-C«st, ever experienced in this 
part of the country. The wind was most 
violent about three o’clock on Monday 
morning, and nt day-light the«atreets and 
wharves presented a scene whichtbeg- 
gara all descrimion. Tbe streets were 
re trie d almoal iinpassable, by tree« 
lyttig in eveiy direction 
Most of the 
small wooden buildings in the N. EAst 
parr of tbe town were carried away by 
the violboce of tha wind and wavea—the 
tide having rÜMO nearly 13 feet above 
common high-water mark. The garden 
fences in matty places were removed, 
iind the standing-posts entirely unde- 
water. Several vesaels were on the 
wharvea. and in the streets« others on 
marshes, .and some in the woods to tb' 
South-West of the town. On Monday 
morning several ware-houses and stores 
wei*e seen floating at>the mercy of the 
angry elomenÜf^heir valuable contents 
in muny inatancei lost. All who had 
propiirty on i\ip wharves, sustained more 
or less injiiiy*—the water, in many of 
the ahops, bei ig fteui three to seven 
feet above the ground floors.—.Many 
succeeded on Sunday*night in removing 
a part of their goods from the acene of 
danger« at the risque of their lives— 
others removed them from the lower to 
the higher shelves. 
But notwithstanding every exertion and 
precaution, the losa oi' proprety is itn- 
men»e.-»We dare not venture to risque 
a culculation as to tbe amount destroyed. 
Some idea of it might be formed from tbe 
heaps of ruins which every-where pre­ 
sent themselves in the streets near the 
water from one .exirennity of the town 
to the other; but it would fall infinitely 
short of the mark. It is retnarkable that 
no lives were lost on this distressing 
occasion; but if proper p' ccautions are 
not taken—if water is sutrcred to reinain 
in cellars, and vegetable or other sub­ 
stances liable to putrcf'acUun, to continoe 
in the streets or stoics, perhaps disease 
and death muy yet be traced to the storm 
as their primary cause. 


In the country, us far as we have yet 
iMrard from) we learn that the eff^^cts uf 
tiie atorm were ttuiy distressing.— 
Many farmers have lo:ii nearly ail thci« 
fodder 
Vheir crops, particularly late 
coin and peas,are greatly injured: while 
their forward com is blown dovn, and 
ftom the continuance oi wet weather, is 
sproutlnti in tij|^ ear—The roads in eve­ 
ry direction are almost enitrtly blocked 
up by fallen treca. 
In the lower part of this county,on both 
•'des of tlie Ncuse, the htss of property 
is imtn«!:nsc On tiie South side, moat of 
tho ciiUle, hogs and sheep are drowned. 
The cio>)4 in many places were several 
fect under water,and vessels which were 
on til'- slocks, have been carried into the 
corn-üc!<ls.—On the North side,we learn 
that the ravages of the stoi m were equal­ 
ly destructive. Several houses were car­ 
ried a way,by the violence of the wind and 
waves. One man saved himself andfagii- 
ly by getting into a tree, from whence 
they were taken on Monday morning. 


About twenty sail of vessels lying at 
the bar were driven on shore ; several 
of them have bilged and will be totally 
lost. 
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Severe Go/«'.—Oa ■ 'Sunday evening, 
the 3d, one uf the most violent gales of 
wind was expciieuced in this place ihai 
wc recollect to tiave witnessed fo" many 
years.
